This tumu- 
us i3 One of the finest within the 
imits of Georgia,and shou'd be classed 
with the truncated pyramids on Tum- 
‘in’s plantation in the Etowah valley, 
with the largest of the east Macon 
mounds, and with that frustum of a 
‘»ur-sided pyramid on Messier’s place 
in Early county.

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THE POWER OF THE CONVENTION 
OVER THE TREASURER. | 
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We present, in another column, the 
opinion of Attorney General Ely on 
the subject of paying the members of 
the convention, out of funds in the 
treasury, other than the amvunt ap- 
propriated by the general assem bly., 
The opinion is able and elaborate. It 
is based on sound law and precedent, 
and, not be successfully answered, 
we Some of the members of 


i the convention have been misled by, 


an improper idea of their sovereignty. 
The body is only sovereign to perform | 
the duty for which it was assembled. | 

We grant that broad grounds have | 
been assumed by members of other’ 
conventions; as for instance, in the Ili- | 
nois convention of 1847,Mr. Peters said: 

He had and would continue to vote against 
any and every prop sition which would recog 
nize any restriction of the powers of this con- 
yention. Weare the sovereignty ofthe state. 
We are what the people of the state wou d be 
if they were congregated here in one mass 
meeting. Weare what Louis X'V said he was 
“We are the state."’ 

We ean find men in this convention 
who will g» just as far as tnis, to-day; 
but is itcorrect? This theory that at 
fribuies absolute sovereignty to the 
convention ie of modern origin. A 
careful sea:cu amongst the records of 
conventions in other states reveals no 
trace of it earlier than the New York 
convention of 1821. In 1829 it again 
came up in the Virginia convention. 
The earlie-t case in which the powers 
of such bodies were brought into 
discussion, was that of the fed- 
eral convention of 1787. The credentials 
of the delegates to that body, as is weil 
known, contemplated ouly a revision 
of the confederation, leaving it still a 
mere confederation. When the con- 
vention assembled, the delegates were 
satisfied that any government made by 
patching up the old confederation 
would be wholly inadequate. The 
question was then fully discussed. Was 
it competent for that body to disregard 
its instructions and frame such a sys- 
tem as it deemed absolutely necessary 
for the salvation of the country? The 
answer, was in substance, that by strict 
law the convention had no power nor 
right to disregard the instruc ions of 
the legislative assemblies by which 
they were deputed, on whose call they 
had assembled; but that under the con- 
trolling necessities of the times, they 
would venture to disregard those in- 
structions, since, after al], the power of 
ultimate decision was to be in the peo 
ple—the convention having authority 
only to recommend, not to. act 
detinitely. So we see that in this im- 
portapt convention the power of deti- 
nite legislation was not only not 
claimed for that body, but it was ex- 
pressly disclaimed. 

John Randolph in the Virginia con- 
vention of 1829, when the question 
arose as to the powers of the conven- 
tion said: 

Sir, we have been caHed as counsel to the 
people—as state physicians to propose remedies 
ior the state’s diseases, not to puss any act which 
shall have in itself any binding force. We are 
here es humble advisers and proyjosers to the 
people. 

There is nothing that this convention 
can do that will be binding save what 
they submit to the people. They were 
called and commissioned for that work, 
and if they exceed it, it is of no effect 
unless the people choose to ratify. A 
question therefore, involving the pay- 
ment of a large sum of money, not less 
than fifty thousand dollars—and it will 
amount to that sum _ before the 
convention finishes its work— 
should not be settled on the mere 
chance that the people may ratify the 
matter. It would De 4# precedent that 
would possibly be used greatly to our 
disadvantage in the future. No one 
can blame the treasurer for his precau- 
tion, for if the amount of bitter discus- 
sion anticipated by many, takes place 
over the ratification or rejection o! this 
constitution—all who have had any~ 
thing to do with it had better be care- 
fully prepared to meet the storm.

Georgia proposes to 
pay ber honest debts to the last farthiny, 
but she will never pay the fraudulent 
securitrés forged in her name by irre- 
sponsible persons claiming to represent 
her; and those who have been threat- 
ening to ruin her credit might as well 
inake the most of it. 


DEMOURACY AND DEMAGOGUISM. 

The New York Tribune, which, by 
the by, is a perfect paragon of all that 
is honest and virtuous in politics, says 
that the present work of the demo- 
Cratic party in the south is to cons‘der 
whether they will pay their debts or 
cheat their creditors. This, the Tri- 
bune says, is the programme in Vir 
sinla, Georgia and one or two other 
states, and upon this issue, it thinks, 
the democracy willdivide. We cannot 
answer, of course, for Virgiuia and “fons 
or two other southern states,” but we 
can answer very emphatically — for 
(jeorgia. There i8 not nor will there 
be any division among her peo- 
ple on the bogus bond question. 
That matter was definitely settled 
even before the convention met. A 
Constitutional amendment, adopted by 
two consecutive leyislatures and sub- 
mnitted to the pevople, was ratified al- 
most unanimonsly, and the convention, 
belng a representative body, had no 
ather alternative than to place in the 
new constitution now in process uf con- 
struction a Clause similar to that in the 
amendment alluded to. It may be that 
democrats will divide, as the Tribune 


predicts, but we can assure that jour~ 
nal that the division wiil not grow out 
of any difference of opinion in respect 
to the bogus bonds. Demagoguism is 
potent in every party and in all poli- 
tics, and there may be a weak attempt 
aft dividing the democrats of Georgia at 
the next election, but the bonds will 
have nothing to do with it.

No lovelier 
or more hospitable retreat from the 
bustle and toil of life can be found in 
this broad land; and it will continue 
to be an object of admiration to the 
tourist so long as majestic old Yonah 
stands sentinel over its happy homes 
and smiling fields. 

While admirably adapted to farming

The Dean mine is one of the most 
extensive and important in the gold 
region of this state. It is located on 
lot 70, in the third district of originally 
Habersham, now White, and is three 
miles northwest of Yonah mountain. 
It is now the property of the Nacoochee 
gold mining company, and worked un- 
der the direction of Prof. F. H. Brad- 
ley, manager, a gentleman of much ex- 
perieoce in mining, and of high scien- 
tific attainments. The principal works 
of the company are situated as above 
stated, though they are the owners of 
550 acres contiguous, said to be rich in 
gold. Their present operations, though 
confined to slucing and piping, are on 
a large scale. The water is supplied by 
a canal eight miles in length and taken 
from Duke’s creek. This canal origia- 
ally cost $50,000, and $3 000 has recent- 
ly been expended on repairs. It dis- 
charges 7,300 yalions per minute, and 
has a fall of 260 ieet at the present 
works, which is equivalent to the pow- 
er of 1,200 horses working twelve hours 
each day. The Hand canal, in Lump- 
kin county, has a power equal to 1,600 
horses working twelve hours per day, 
but it is not used to its full capacity. 

The present operations of the. Na- 
cooche compiny may be regarded as 
preparatory to their main work. While 
the gold now obtained by hydraulic 
washing, by which entire hill sides are 
removed, pays handsomely for the la- 
bor employed, they havea rich bos 
nanza in the vast amount of ore already 
taken out and stacked, to be ready for 
the mill soon to be erected. This will 
contain twenty stamps, with other ma- 
chinery of the most approved patterns. 
There are many thousand tons of this 
ore already mined, and it is estimated 
to average from $7 to $8 per ton when 
it comes to be worked up. Upon the 
whole, the company have a fine prop- 
erty, and injfthe hands of so skilifuia 
manayer as Prof, Brad ey, it cannot fail 
to yield them a handsome return for 
their investment. 

So much for the mines of While and 
Lumpkin. Operations for gold are also 
being prosecuted in so:ne of the neigh~ 
boring counties on a greater or. less 
scale, and generally with success. The 
chief of these only need to be mentioued 
in this connection : 

The Coosa miue, on lot 124 in the 
tenth district, Union county, is being 
worked by Mr. Chastaine with good re- 
suits. His operations are confined to 
the deposit, which is said to be very 
rich. 

In the same county Col. J, C. Well- 
born is working veins on lots 52 and 19, 
in the ninth district, and has a mill of 
four stamps constantly employed. The 
gold trom these veins is said to be very 
tine, and the average yield about ten 
dollars per ton. 

Tne Nicholls mine in Habersham, 
near Clarkesville, is said to be paying 
handsomely, though butasmall force 
is employed. There are also active 
mines in Dawson and Forsyth, but I 
have been unable to obtain particulars. 
It is said that a very valuable discovery 
has recently been made near Dawson- 
ville, and that parties are preparing to 
develop its resources. 

The Glade wine,in Halil county, 
promises to be the theatre of import- 
ant operations at an early day. The 
property embraces two thousand acres, 
and is situated twelve miles northeast 
of Gainesville, on Flat Creek, near its 
junction with the Chattahoochee. It 
as recently been purchased by Jen- 
nings Brothere, enterprising capitalists 
of New York, at a cost of $30,000, and 
preparations are making for operations 
on a large scale. Extensive works, 
with improved machinery, are soon to 
be erected, and the indications give 
promise of successful investment.

A TERRIBLE AFFAIR. 


MR. J, 8. F. LANCASTER FOUND 
DEADIN HIS BED WItH A BUL-« 
LET WOUND THROUGH H1I8 
HEAD 


The Heed Supposed to have been Com- 
mitted by Him During Temporary 
Aberration of Mind 


From the Savannah News, Aug. 15 

The entire community was shocked 
and startled yesterday morning by the 
report that Mr. J. 8. F. Lancaster, one 
of our most respected ctizens, had 
been found dead in his bed with a ter- 
rible wound in his head, inflicted by his 
own hand withapisto!. The news cir- 
culated with great rapidity and occa- 
sioned profound sensation and regret 
when the report was verified. This 
discovery was made about a quarter 
to eleven o'clock, under the 
following circumstances: Mr. Lancas- 
ter, who Was @ surviving copartner of 
the firm of Jno. M. Cooper & Co., book- 
sellers and stationers, not appeariny at 
the store until long after his accu-tomed 
hour, the colored porter, Leonard Mc-~ 
Neill, was dispatched by Mr, T. 8. 
Wyily, also of the firm, about half 
past ten o'clock to his rooms in the 
residence formerly occupied .by Mr. 
Deutsnhofer, on Bull street, between 
Harris and Macon, to ascertain the 
eciuse of his absence, apprehension 
being felt that sickness had befallen 
him. Mr. Lancaster’s rooms were on 
the third story front, the remainder 
of the house being vacant, with the 
exception of the basement rooms, 
which are occupied by Lucy Rice, the 
colored woman who takes care of the 
premises. When the porter reached the 
house Lucy was about going up stairs 
to attend to the rooms,and he in- 
quired of her if anything was the mat~ 
ter with Mr. Lancaster, as he had not 
been at thestore. The woman replied 
that she thought he had left the house, 
but she was going up to his room, and 
would see if he was there. In a few 
minutes she returned very much ex- 
cited and informed the porter that she 
believed Mr, Lancaster was dead, as 
she could not arouse him, and sugyest- 
ed that he had better go up and see. 
He did so, and presently returned 
greatly frightened, aud said: ‘ Why, 
Mr. Lancaster has shot himself, Did 
you not see the pistol and the blood?” 
She replied that she did not, as the 
room was darkened when she went in 
and she did not see weil. 

The porter at once hastened to the 
store and apprised Mr. Wyily of the 
sad affair. The coroner was notified, 
and Mr. Wyily with Mr. George B. 
Clarke at once proceeded to the house, 
where they were shortly met by Dr. 
Chisholm, the coroner. 

They then ascended tw the third 
floor, and entered the room occupied 
by Mr. Lancaster. He was lying on 
the bed with his night clothes on, par- 
tially covered with asheet. His right 
arm rested above the elbow on his 
stummach, vis hand extending upward, 
and within a few inches of a pistol

quentiy found. It is supposed ater 
Lue s'iot was fred that ac yavuision or 
spasm jerked the right arm and weapon 
into the position atated above. 

in the room adj ining the sleeping 
apartment, which was used as a sitting 
room, the clothes of ihe deceased were 
found on a chair, and his vest, contain- 
ing bis watch, was hanging on a nail 
near the bureau. The watch was run- 
ning, and had evidentiy been wound 
up before he retired. Oa the bureau 
were found an open box of percussion 
caps and a box containing three cart- 
ridges. One chamber of the pi-.tol, a 
five barre! Colt’s, was found to be load- 
ed, auother recently discharged, and 
the others empty. 

Among the various memoranda and 
papers found in the room there was 
nothing discovered which served to 
throw any light upon the causes in- 
ducing this sad and terrible affair, and 
the only reasonable supposition under 
the circumstarces, sustained by the 
evidence before the jury, is that the 
deed was committed whilst the de- 
ceased was temporarily aberrated in 
mind, caused by business perplexities, 

The coroner's jury, after an inter- ! 


change of views and discussion of the 
evidence, rendered the following 
VERDICT. 
We, the undersigned jnrors, find 
from the evidence that the deceased, 
John S. F. Lancaster, cameto his death 
from a pistol shot wound in his head, 
said wound having heen inflicted with 
a pistol in his own hand, whilst he was 
suffering from temporary aberratioa 
of mind, presumably caused by busi- 
nes3 troubles.

THE DECEASED. 

Mr. Lancaster was born about 1825, 
in Hopkinton, New Hampshire, where 
his motler, sister and brother now re~ 
side He came to Georgiain 1850, and 
for several years taught school in 
Eatonton. In 1855 he removed to Sa- 
vannab, where he opened a private 
school aud was quite successful, being 
a gentleman o' rare attainments anu a 
thorough instructor. He continued 
teaching until the fall of 1870, with the 
usual interruptions during the war, 
when he accepted the position of gen- 
eral traveling agent of A.S. Barnes « 
Co., book publishers, in which bust- 
ness be continued two years. In 1872 
he entered the establishmeat of Messrs. 
John M. Cooper & Co as a partner, 
and shortly after the death of Mr. 
Cooper, a few weeks since, commenced 
negotiations with the executors of the 
estate, with the view of assuming en- 
tire charge of the business. The delay 
in the satisfactory completion o! these 
negotiations and various other matters, 
it is shown, preyed upon his mind and 
greatly depressed him, and, as is be- 
lieved, affected his mind temporarily. 

Mr. Lancaster was by nature genial 
and kindly hearted, and was noted as 
a pleasant and agreeabie companion, 
intelligent, witty, and an esteemed ana 
welcome member of many social cir- 
cles. He was a communicant .of St. 
John’s Episcopal church and was a 
zealous Christian, having for several 
vears past beon superintendent of the 
Sunday school attached to the church. 
He also took a lively iaterest in educa- 
tional and literary matters, and was 4 
valued member of the Georgia histuri- 
cal society, and was one of the curators. 
He was very highly esteemed by a 
lage circle of friends and had 
the respect of the entire commu- 
nity, in which he was regarded as a 
most useful citizen. General 1s the re- 
yret at his sad death, and deep sympa- 
thy is expressed that one so gifted with 
mental ability should have met with 
troubles that unsettled his mind and 
caused him, in a moment of insanity, to 
take his life. 

Mr. Lancaster never married, and 
had no relatives in this city or state 
the only members of his immediate 
family living being residents of Hopkin- 
ton, New Hampshire. 

His funeral wiil take place this morn- 
ing from the residence on Bull street, 
opposite Madison square, and will be 
attended by the ofticers and members 
of the Georgia Historical Society in a 
body.
